An imp rtant subject is now engaging the 
aticution of the North Caiolina Cunventign. 
It is none other than the great cause of #e- 
ligious freecom. In the midst of the 19th 
century, it is amatier of giave debate whe- 
ther a citizen of North Carolina shall be al- 
lowed, without political disfranchisement, 
to worship God according to the dictates ot 
his conscience ; and we say it in-sorrow 
that the question ia undecided. Let it be 
remembered that the adoption of any reli- 
gious test is virtually as much a union of 
Church and State as if both were insepara- 
bly bound together. Once draw a distinc- 
tion between Protestant fod Catholic, Jew 
or Gentile, and you trample in the dust the 


' glorious priuciple of religious freedom. 


We trust the legislators of North Caroli- 
na will remember the age in which they live, 
and the sacred soil on which they tread. 
We trust that they will spare the friends of 
religious freedom in Europe the mortifica- 
tion of having a single American precedent 
quoted against them. Above all, we would 
regret that such a precedent should have 
occurred ina Southern State. But the bat- 
tle is not yet decided. ‘The venerable Ma- 
con, and the eloquent Gaston, have fought 
shoulder to shoulder in the cause of reli- 
gious freedom. Mr. Macon. took in the 
broadest view of which the question was 
susceptible, and maintained his ground with 
xreat firmncss. He said, in allusion to the 
wicked pri judices against the Catholics— 
did not our fathers in the Revolutionary 
struggle, seck and obtain assistance from a 
Catholic King? Did not Catholic blood flow 
freely in deteoce of American liberty? He 
‘then alluded to the father of Mr. Gaston, we 
suppose, who had perilled his life in his 
country’s cause, and paid a worthy compli- 
ment tothe son. Mr. Macon declared what 
his own religious attachments were—he 
gloried in his affection for the Baptist 


| Church, but he would allow his neighbor 


anost heartily the same privilege which he 
enjoyed himself. 

The speech of Mr. Gaston, which occu- 
pied two days, is spoken of as a noble ef- 
fort. The subject was worthy of bis abili- 
ties, and he acquitted himself ia the happiest 
manner. We look with great interest to 
the publication of his speéch. This occa- 
sion is one of the few in which Judge Gas- 
ton has harmonized with the opinions of the 
late Mr. J: fferson, and we feel a strong de- 
sire to know whether, and in what terms he 
alludes to that first aud firmest friend of re- 
ligious freedom.

WHITE MEETING. 


At a meeting of the Old School Repub- 
licans of the town of -Wallingford, held on 
the 24th June, 1835, Capt. David M. Cook 
was calledto the chair, and George b 
Kirkland and J. B. Pomeroy, appointed Se- 
cretaries. A committee of three was ap- 
pointed to draft a preamble and resotutions 
and they reported the following, which were 
unanimously adopted : 

Whereas, In Republican governments, it 
highly becomes, and it is the duty of free 
and independent citizens, to assemble them- 
selves together, and consult upon the com- 
mon good and g+neral weliare of their 
country, and to express their opinion upo. 
public men and measures ; and as the pre- 
sent isa time of the deepest con-equence to 
the interest of our republic, the Kepabli 
cans of the old Democratic town of Wal. 
lingford, have convened for the purpose of 
duly considering the course and policy 
which is required of them, as friends to 
their country, and to te great charter of 
their liberties—and, ahereas, it is the duty 
of every good citizen to use all honorabie 
means within his reach to preserve her go- 
vernment and institutions as pure fur poster- 
ity, as they were bequeathed to us by our 
ancestors—therefore, 


_ Resolved, That we, as Republicans and 
citizens of Wallingford, taking into consid-
